DisoHum and Hon-lntervantiOD— The Editor <a the

We have some queer editors in Kentucky, and 
not nafrequently we are in donbt whether to class 
them as hypocrites, lunatics, or political empirics. 
Ibey aeem to have gotten their ideas of political 
philoaophy from the venders of nostrums. They 
choooe a term with which to relieve themselves of 
all the maladies of their false doctrines, just as the 
quack does a panac;a for all diseases. Such is the 
uM made of dUvnion by the editor of the Journal, 
and of non-inUriention by some other editors. 

The editor of the Joarnal claims that Congress 
has the power, and that it is its duty, to protect 
slavery in the Territories. These are bis prem- 
ises, but what is bis conclusion f Why, that 
if Congress don’t exercise this power and do this 
duty, it don’t matter. In other words, as the 
pewer and the duty in question pertain to the 
hghU ot the Sooth, as a full sitter of the 
oonfedsracy , it don’t make any difiference 
about exercising them. The South can claim 
the exercise of this power as her constitu- 
uonal right, hut, failing to get justice, all that 
•he has to do is to submit. And if she 
should suggest that the denial of this right might 
lead to another, end that to another, and so on 
until ail of her rights guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution were gone, and her co-equal existence 
in the Union no longer possible, the editor of the 
Journal bos his nostrum ready for the evil. He 
brings forward his panacea, his king cure-oll, bis 
Disunion This is the sovereign balm that is to 
heal all the wounds of the degraded and op- 
pressed South- At this magic word all murmurs 
are to bush, and all efforts to walk out of the 
Union, instead of being kicked out, are to cease. 

Again, tome other editors in Kentucky claim 
the power and the duty of Congress to protect 
•lavery in the Territories. Their premises are 
the same as those of the editor of the Journal, 
but their conclosion. though equally absurd, is dif- 
ferent. They say that it is not politic for Con- 
gress to exercise this power nor do this 
dnty. They fear that if the South asks Con- 
greas to protect slavery in the Territories, 
instead of getting protection she would insure 
abolition. In other words, they are afraid to ask

Marshal Mugnon remains commander of the 
army at ParD; the Duke of Malakoff will be com- 
mander-in-chief of the army of observation; Gen. 
Castilane commander-in-chief of the army at Ly 
ons; Baron DTlilliers of the tirst corps d’aruiee 
of the Alps; Gen. McMahon commander of the se- 
cond corps; Marshal Canrobert of the third; and 
Gen. Niel of the fourth; Prince Napoleon com- 
mands the corps pioneer; Gen. Rowdon will be 
Major General of the army of the Alps. 

The regiment which quitted Paris for the fron- 
tiers were most enthusiastic-ally cheered by the 
people. 

The l.K>ndon Post complains that the policy 
of the Finglish Cabinet had forced F'rance into an 
alliance with Russia. A di.spatch from Vienna as- 
serts that the French troops bad already violated 
neutral territory. It was also announced that the 
F'rench troops had arrived at Genoa and entered 
the Sardinian territory. The Imperial Guard of 
France bad been placed on a war footing. It is 
reported that the French Minister of Marine had 
sent orders to all the seaports of F'rance, forbid- 
ding the departure of any more boats for the deep 
sea tishing, as a measure preparatory to enlisting 
their crews in the F'rench navy.

ARRIVAL OF THE ADELAIDE. 

HOSTILITIES ABOET COMMENCrN'G. 

St. John9,N. F., May 9.— The steamer Adelaide, 
from Galway, with dates to the 30th ult, arrived 
this afternoon. Tbe steamer Harmonia, from 
New Y'ork, arrived out on the 29th. The news is 
most important. There bad been no declaration 
of war, bnt hostilities were about to commence. 
Tbe Austrian troops 120,000 strong, had passed 
tbe Ticino. 

The crossing ef the river Ticino by the Austrins 
troops bad not yet been officially confirmed. No 
actual conflict had yet taken place. The French 
army waa pouring into th^ Piedmontese territory. 
The Grand Duchy of Tuscany had joined France 
and Piedmont against the Austrians. 

The report of the French and Russian alliance 
haa been denied, but as an oflset, tbe London 
Times publishes the provisions of the treaties 
which are said to have been entered into by these 
two governments. Tbe benefleial effect which 
was produced by the denial, on tbe funds, was in- 
jured by the publication, and a great panic on 
tbe London 'Change was tbe result. Consols, at 
one time, fluctuated as low as 88. lu consequence 
of the fluctuation and hazardous speculations, 
about forty failures among the stockbrokers are 
announced. 

The War Crisis.— It had been telegraphed 
from various sources, that during the night of 
the 20th of .^ril 100,000 Austrians, under Guila, 
crossed tbe Ticino in three corps, and took the 
road towards Novara, also that they afterwards 
blew up the budge of Bnfialora, ove*- which they 
bad crossed. The news, as yet, lacks confirma- 
tion from official quarters, and some doubts were 
thrown upon it. 

It was reported that Austria had accepted the 
proffered mediation of England and postponed 
the declaration of war. 

France has not yet accepted the mediation, but 
is said to be considering it. 

Tbe Paris Constitutionnel and London Daily 
News de^ the existence of tbe reported alliance 
between France and Russia. 

The News further states that the document which 
has been signed, and which led to tbe report, is a 
mere convention. 

Foreign roiumerolal. 

Livebpool, April 29. 

The tales of cotton for the week have been 30,000 
bales, including COU bales on speculation and 2,500 bales 
for export. The decline on all qualities for the week 
has reached X to ?s6.

FURTHER BY THE ANGLO-SAXON. 

New Y'ork, Mav 9.— E.vgla.vd— At the Lord 
Mayor’s banquet, Earl Derby said that within 
twelve hours after the Cabinet knew the course 
Austria had decided upon, they instructed their 
ambassador to protest emphatically against a step 
which he characterized as precipitate and crimi- 
nal — also, that on that very day, Easter. England 
had offered to act ns mediator. lie concluded by 
repudiating tbe idea that he had a wish to side 
with either of the belligerants, and advocated a 
strict armed neutrality. 

Sir John Packingham said that in ca«e of war, 
st^u^rons powerful enough to uphold the dignity 
of England would be formed, both in the Medi 
terranean and the English Channel. 

The continental bourses were all much excited. 
At Amsterdam on the 20ih, there was an extra- 
ordinary fall of 6 per cent, in Austrian iiietalli- 
ques. 

Disturbances had occurred at Naples, followed 
by numerous arrests. 

The Russian Government had resolved to place 
the corps d’anuee under Gen. Luders, on a war 
footing, but not advance as long as Germany re- 
frains. Otherwise, a corps d'observation would 
be placed on a war footing. 

Advices from China says that Lord Elgin had 
sailed for England. It is stated at Court that 
Pekin still opposes the admission of the English 
ambassador. 

From Washingtou. 

Washington May 9. — There is such information 
in Washington as to warrant the belief that the 
time of settling our affairs with Costa Rica is not 
far distant. 

•So far, the Water Witch and the Fulton are the 
only vessels to be sent to tbe Gulf of Mexico, 
and these cannot be immediately di.spatched, as 
they are previously to be overhauled and repair- 
ed at Norfolk. 

The State and War Departments to-day made 
up’their dispatches for Utah. 

Gen. Johnston will hereafter a wait the orders of 
the Governor, before calling out the troops to act 
as & pos$( comitatus, to assist the civil authorities 
in the enforcement of the laws. 

The Postmaster General has made a decision on 
the bids for the California mail service, but he 
declines to furnish the information for the distant 
pres.s. 

Election. 

Bo.ston, May 9. — An election was lield to-day to 
decide on the proposition made by tbe last Legis- 
lature, providing lor an amendment of the Con- 
stitution to debar tbe foreign born citizen from 
the right of voting for two years after the comple- 
tion of his naturalization. The returns from 
eighty towns show the following result: Yeas 
1*2,837, nays 8,182. In this city the vote stood, 
yeas 8.51G, nays 2,895. Tbe indications from tbe 
vote, as far as beard from, are that the amend- 
ment has been carried by a large majority.
